REMARKS 

By this Response, Applicants amend claim 44 to change that claim's 
dependency. 

In the Office Communication of February 2, 2006, the Examiner objected to 
Applicants' Amendment filed on November 7, 2005, and required Applicants to identify 
which of the pending claims are readable on the elected species and specifically point 
out the support in the original disclosure for the amended and new claims. This filing 
responds to that requirement. 

In the Amendment filed on November 7, 2005, Applicants amended claims 26, 
27, 36, and 37, and added new dependent claims 38-44. Accordingly, claims 26-30 and 
36-44 are currently pending in this application. Of these claims, claims 26 and 36 are 
independent. 

Claims 26-30 are drawn to a method of treating valvular dysfunction of an in situ 
valve of a heart, and claims 36-44 are drawn to a method of treating a heart. Each of 
these claims therefore is readable upon Applicants' provisionally elected Group I. See 
Applicants' Response to Restriction Requirement filed July 20, 2004, at page 2. 
Furthermore, claims 26-30 and 36-44 are readable upon the elected species of Species 
la (Figure 12), Species lie (Figure 21), and Species lllc (Figure 9). 

In response to the Examiner's requirement for Applicants to specifically point out 
the support in the original disclosure, Applicants respectfully submit that claims 26-30 
and 36-44 are fully supported by at least Figures 9, 12, and 21 of Applicants' originally 
filed disclosure, and the corresponding written description of those Figures. See, for 
example, page 8, line 13 - page 9, line 3.
